Having eliminated 
ignorance, the 
delusions induced 
by ignorance, and 
all the imprints, 
the Bodhisattvas 
become fully 
enlightened, 
omniscient 
Buddhas. 





(1) Please note that during the path of seeing it suffices to generate a meditative absorption once in order to eliminate the intellectually acquired ignorance 
etc. However, on the path of meditation the meditator has to repeatedly generate meditative absorptions which gradually eliminate the innate ignorance etc.
